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Reasons For Allowance 
1. Claims 1-19 are allowable over the prior art. 

1.1 The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art is exemplified by Chiao et al. (US Patent No. 6829715) and Tong 
(US Patent No. 3,550,082). 

Chiao et al. discloses a computer bus interface adapter for data transfer comprising a 
predictive time base generator. The ''predictive time base generator receives a delayed clock signal 
and produces a predictive time signal advanced by an amount represented by the replica delay. The 
replica delay can replicate one or both of the clock and data signal delays to nullify the delays in critical 
signal paths... Such a predictive interface adapter can be adapted to be observant of stringent bus 
protocol timing budgets imposed under the PCI and PCI-X local bus protocol and to be robust relative to 
variations in design and fabrication processes, and environmental operating conditions ' e.g., at col. 2 
line 8 et seq. 

Tong discloses data transfer along with synchronization and error detection/correction 
wherein system synchronization condition is determined via information from syndrome 
generation and wherein error correction is implemented before or during such system 
synchronization condition, e.g., at col. 5 line 35 - col. 6 line 60, col. 12 line 33 et seq. 

However, these references do not teach or suggest the combination of claim elements 
including the concurrent error detection and synchronization of source synchronous data 
described therein.
